Pacquet, and to Commit them to Priſon, until they be Tryed according to Law, And We with Advice foreſaid, hereby pe- 
remptorfly Prohibite and Diſcharge all and ſundry Our Leidges, from Robbing, Reaving, or Stealing, Stopping, or Inter. 


cepting of the ordinary Pacquet, Black-Box, or By-Bag, whether by open Force and Violence, or otherways, under the Pains 


and Penalties due to Common. Reavers and Robbers, and Diſturbers of the Publick Peace, by the Laws and PraQicque of this 


Nation: And in caſe any ſhall be ſo daringly bold,as to attempt any ſuch thing hereafter, We with Advice and Conſent of Our 
Privy Council, Ordain all Our Leidges,upon the firſt notice thereof, immediatly to Riſe, Cry,Raiſe the Fray,and follow them, 


with Certification to ſuch who ſhall be negligent herein, or who ever Reſets or Intertains them with Meat, Drink, Lodging, 
or otherways, ſhall be holden and repute as Partakers, and Arr and Part of the ſaids Crimes, and ſhall be Puniſhed according- 


ly. And forthe more effeQual Diſcovery and Apprehending of the ſaids Fawes and Jobs Sejons, or any others, which 
have, or ſhall be guilty of the ſaids Crimes of Seizing upon, Stealing, or ſntercepring of the faids Pacquets, We, with Ad= 
vice foreſaid, do Afſure and Declare, that what-ever Charges and Expences ſhall be laid out by any of Our Leidges, upon 


the ſaid Service, or what ever damnage ſhall be ſuſtained by them, in diſcovering and apprehending of the ſaids Criminals, 
ſhall be duely refounded and payed to them, with a competent Reward for theit pains and diligence, according to the Qua- 
lity and Merit of the ſaid Service. Our Will is herefore,and We Charge you ftraitly, and Command that incontinent,theſe
